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Reasons for allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The present invention is drawn to a high-voltage detecting circuit utilizing an input 
terminal, a power supply voltage, a reset unit, a transistor, a latch, a first transistor, a 
pull down device, an inverter, a second transistor, a third transistor, a fourth transistor, a 
first pull-down device, a second pull-down device and in internal circuit recited in claims 
1-14. None of the prior art disclosed or suggested to show the particular structure 
and/or the particular operation recited in these claims namely: "the reset unit for 
outputting an initial reset signal when the power supply is turn on" and "the transistor 
having a source connected to said input terminal ... and turn off in response to the 
application of the input signal to said input terminal" in combination with "the latch which 
is reset by the initial reset signal, and set when the transistor is turned on to output a 
high-voltage detecting signal" as recited in claim 1; the combination of "the reset unit... 
turned on", "the first transistor ... and turning off in response to the application of the 
input signal to said input terminal", "the pull-down device", "the inverter", "the second 
transistor ... from said inverter", "the third transistor ... the initial reset signal applied 
thereto" and "the latch ... a high-voltage detecting signal" as recited in claim 2; the 
combination "the first transistor ... turning off in response to the application of the input 
signal to said input terminal", "the first pull-down device", "the inverter", "the second 
transistor ... form said inverter", "the second pull-down device", "the third transistor" and 
"the latch" as recited in claim 4.
